Claim Rejections - 35 VSC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 21-28 re rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 21 recites the limitation "a program" that is stored in a computer-readable medium 
in line 1. This is a method claim, whereas in lines 3 and 6, "a memory test model generator" and 
"a memory test model vaUdator" are apparatus and can not be parts of "the program". 

Claims 22-28 are therefore rejected because of their dependency on claim 21. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed.
